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PREFACE 


The  Roll  of  Schermerhorns  who  served  in  the  Army  and 
Navy  during  the  World  War  is  as  nearly  complete  in  this 
compilation  as  could  be  effected  through  reference  to  the 
Army  and  Navy  Department  Records  at  the  time  the  investi¬ 
gation  was  made  (1928). 

The  wisdom  of  undertaking  this  work  before  the  addresses 
on  the  Government  records  became  obsolete  and  all  trace  lost, 
occurred  to  the  Compiler,  but  even  then  many  letters  were 
returned  for  lack  of  correct  address. 

It  is  also  too  bad  that  so  many  of  these  World  War  Scher¬ 
merhorns  could  not  be  connected  with  the  main  lines  of  the 
Schermerhorn  Genealogy,  published  in  1914;  but  it  would 
have  taken  too  long,  and  required  almost  endless  correspond¬ 
ence  and  research,  to  trace  every  family  line  which  did  not 
fit  in  at  once  with  the  existing  genealogical  records. 

So  the  best  has  been  done  that  circumstances  permitted. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  the  Second  Edition  of  the  Gen¬ 
ealogy  is  published  (for  which  there  seems  to  be  a  demand), 
■many  of  these  missing  connections  can  be  discovered. 

There  were  forty  Schermerhorns  on  the  Revolutionary 
Army  rolls  (including  seven  commissioned  officers),  and  there 
were  97  Schermerhorns  on  the  Army  and  Navy  rolls  of  the  • 
World  War,  with  135  years  between.  This  speaks  well  for  the 
sturdiness  of  the  family  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  old  Dutch 
stock.

At  long  last  I'm  enclosing  the  Addenda  to  Richard  S's  tome,  listing  the  members  of 
the  family  who  served  in  the  1st  World  War.  I'm  sorry  about  the  delay  in  forwarding  this 
info  but  since  I  retired  from  the  world  of  "commerce  and  industry"  I  don't  have  as  easy 
access  to  copy  machines  as  I  used  to. 

My  father  is  listed  on  the  top  of  page  8,  having  enlisted  in  New  York's  famed  27th 
Division  a  few  days  after  he  graduated  from  highschool  at  the  age  of  17.  His  enlistment 
papers  show  him  as  a  year  older  than  he  actually  was.  He  fought  with  the  27th  when  they 
broke  the  Hindenburg  Line  in  French/Belgian  territory— something  the  French  and  British 
failed  to  do  in  the  prior  3  years  of  assaults.  He  dove  into  a  shell  hole  to  escape  murderous 
German  machine  gun  fire  during  one  of  the  advances  toward  German  trenches. 
Unfortunately  he  picked  a  crater  where  a  phosgene  shell  had  exploded  and  gas  remained  in 
the  bottom  of  the  hole.  Fortunately,  for  those  of  us  who  exist  in  his  line  today,  he  was 
dragged  out  of  this  gaseous  element  by  a  British  recovery  team  before  it  killed  him  and  he 
spent  the  next  5  months  in  a  British  field  hospital  learning  how  to  breath  again.  He 
received  the  Purple  Heart  for  his  activity  under  fire  when  that  award  was  reinstituted  in 
1932.  He  never  did  fully  recover  from  lung  damage  but  he  went  on  to  become  a  star 
baseball  player  at  Fordham  University  where  he  played  against  Lou  Gherig  who  was 
playing  on  the  Columbia  University  team  at  that  time.  They  were  both  left  handed  first 
basemen  and  both  were  captains  of  there  respective  teams. 

When  we  last  met  you  had  the  Internet  address  of  a  Schermerhom  genealogist  in 
the  Netherlands^  I  recall.  Would  you  be  willing  to  send  me  his  cyber  address  and  his 
name?  I  would  enjoy  E-mailing  him  for  info.  Also,  what  is  your  E-mail  address?  I  seem  to 
have  failed  to  copy  that  while  I  had  the  chance.  Any  other  E-mail  addresses  of 
Schermerhoms  you  might  have  would  also  be  appreciated. 

Hope  your  summer  is  going  well .  Say  hello  to  your  family  for  me  .  I'll  be  looking 
forward  to  your  reply.
